At  approacimataly  2155  S.S*T«  I notioad  a light 
dua  aaat  of  tha  Towar  which  oaught  i^y  attention  baoauaa  of  ita  unoonvantional 
color,  a daap  blua*  I foeuaad  binooulara  on  tha  light  to  dtarmina  what  aircraft 
would  ba  ahowing  ao  unorthodox  a light*  Svan  through  tha  glaasaa  tha  objaet 
appaarad  to  hawa  no  olaarly  dafinabla  naaa  and  aaaaad  to  eonaijtt  of  naraXjr 
an  aliptoid  pattern  of  light  blurrad  at  tha  adgaa  and  daap  blxia  in  color*  It 
waa  Boring  in  a path  froB  aouthwaat  to  northaaat  at  what  aaonad  to  ba  a oonvant* 
ional  rata  of  I eottld  not  datarmina  ita  altit\ida  but  it  waa  about  15 

dagraaa  abora  tha  horiion  aky  whan  X firat  avw  it*  Aa  X oontinuad  watching 
tha  light  ohangad  fron  daap  blua  to  a sharply  diatinot  white*  At  this  point  I 
auoinxxiad  tha  other  oontrollara  who  verified  what  X was  seeing  in  tha  glasses* 

By  this  time  tha  light  had  again  gone  to  tha  daap  blua  color  originally  noted* 

As  wa  watched, the  single  blua  light  appeara  d to  dissolve  into  two  blue  lights 
which  then  began  to  ravolva  around  one  another  in  the  manner  of  two  small 
aaaaehligbta  at  play*  During  this  process  their  trajectory  took  then  from 
fifteen  to  forty  five  degrees  above  the  horison*  I was  about  to  accept  tha 
lights  as  being  two  saarohlights  that  a<»eona  was  playing  around  with  in 
spite  of  tha  absence  of  any  beams  and  in  spite  of  tha  ceiling  height  which 
precluded  a "spot”;  when  one  of  tbs  blua  lights  passed  from  southwest  to  northaaat 
on  a horisontal  course*  I used  tha  cailooeter  light  northwest  of  the  Tower 
as  a fixed  bass  rafaranoa  point  and  the  object  now  showing  all  whits  passed 
tha  li^t  in  what  appaarad  to  be  a oonvantional  flight  path  and  at  a oonventionel 
rate  of  apasd*Tha  object  waa  lost  An  the  northeast*  An  iaanediata  cheek  was 
nda  with  both  Squantxa  and  Bedford  Tovars  to  ascertain  if  they  had  any  traffio 
reported  in  our  area*  tha  only  reported  traffio  in  the  area  was  on  base  leg 
in  tha  landing  pattam  at  Bedford*  While  this  ohaok  was  being  made,  an  object 
of  DEFINITE  MASS  waa  observed  aaidanly,  glowing  red  like  a molten  maaa  of 
Betel  and  ramaining  visible  for  about  10  to  15  seconds*  Again  this  was  at 
about  forty  five  degrees  above  tha  horison  slcr*  Sastbound  Northeast 

856  was  approaching  from  Bedford  to  lend  at  Boetonj4l||piBI|H^  the  pilot, 
waa  requested  to  make  a wide  approach  to  aea  if  he  couldaee  anything  \inuaiisl 
in  the  area  between  tha  flAAd  and  tan  or  so  milaa  west*  Hie  report  wm 
eomplataly  negative*  Tha  time  anoompaasad  bewtean  the  moment  whan  tha  lights 
wars  first  seen  and  their  final  disaopaaranoa  was  fron  approximately  2155  to 
2215  E.S.T. 

In  evaluating  tha  axpariance,  tha  undersigned 
rigorously(and  with  misgiving)  explored  the  possibility  of  the  incident  being 
subjective,  but  the  fact  that  four  of  mb  saw  the  sapte  thing  would  seem  to 
minimize  this  possibility.  AT  . s. 
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IkTiog  AOMpi«  d to  a raaaonabla  degraa  the  objeetlTltgr 
of  the  eacperienoe  X tried  to  explain  it  in  aoee^ptable  natural  tem*  That  ehat 
1 had  aeea  eaa  an  aircraft  ef  ary  type  or  eharaeteriatie  known  to  ae  waa  not 
adniaaible.  I learned  to  fly  in  1936  and  have  been  aTiation  ever  ainee  that  tinei 
graduated  froa  the  Air  Force  Intelligence  acbool  in  1942,  aerved  in  the  Southweat 

faoifio  aa  a Squadron  Coeii&ander  and  director  of  air  aupport  for  5th  Air  Force 
or  two  yeara»  grad\iated  from  the  abort  courae  at  the  Air  Ooinand  and  Staff  School 
Air  Unirerity  in  1949f  and  an  eurrently  Depxity  ^roup  Comnander  of  an  Aircraft 
Control  and  naming  Croup  in  the  Air  National  Guard  with  the  rank  of  Lt«  Colonel* 

I think  it  ia  a not  unreaaonable  aaeuaptien  that  1 an  relatirely  fbniliar  with 
airoraft  tgrpea  and  oapabilitiea* 

In  exanining  tha  poaaibilitgr  of  aearchlighta  being 
reaponaible  I waa  forced  to  diaeard  that  thaoxy  becauae  twioe  X had  aeen  naaa^ 

Cnee  when  the  objeet  waa  glowing  white  and  paaaing  the  eeiloBeter  and  again 
when  it  glowed  oherxy  red*  Furtheraore  the  oeiling  waa  aeaaured  at  16,000  feet 
and  any  aearohlight  powerful  enou^  to  caat  a apot  on  the  cloud  baae  at  that 
height  mat  aurely  abow  a definition  of  bean* 

The  only  aolution  whioh  aeened  aeoeptable  to  ne, 
and  1 atiU  do  not  know  whether  it  ia  tenable,  ia  that  what  we  aaw  my  have  iteen 
atellar  ooronae  or  aeoe  ether  Iminoua  faydrooeteor*  With  atrong  winda  on  the 
aurfhoa  and  aloft,  the  owereaat(a  thin  one)  waa  sowing  at  a tresandoua  tate  of 
apeed*  A Pan  Anerioan  Clipper  inbound  fron  oweraeaa  had  reported  an  hour  earlier 
that  had  picked  up  a heawy  load  of  iee  in  deacending  tl^ugh  the  oweroast, 

00  apprently  the  overcaat  was  filled  with  ioe  oxyatala*  Although  not  opspletlyy 
aatiafaotoxy  an  anawer  this  these  did  not  elisAnate  the  possibility  that  what 
we  witnessed  waa  a sateorologioal  phenosena  of  a sort  with  whioh  we  were  .not 
fasUiar. 

For  obwious  reasons  no  forsal  report  of  this 
inoident  waa  sade  to  any  source*  With  so  soBy  reports  raspant  develpping 
froa  irraaponaible  or  hysterical  souroea,  one  hesitatea  to  solicit  ridicule, 
bttt  in  Tiew  of  th  oloae  aisilarity  of  what  I witnessed  and  what  has  been  seen 
by  others  elaewhera,  I feel  it  enousbent  to  suhoit  this  report  in  spite  of 
that  risk* 
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
